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[| 1. Debrecen (R1:8/K 10), The airfield just south of Debrecen was extended to the 
Southwest after the war. For this purpose, the Debrecen-Nagyvarad railroad line 
25X1X was moved toward the west. Source made his observations at the field between 1 
and 8 October 1952, On 3 October between 8 a.m, and 9:30 p.m. and on h October 19452 
between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m., source observed at a distance of from 50 to 00 
meters that the field measured about 1,550 meters along the eastern side, about 
1,500 meters along the northern side, about 2,000 meters asiong the northwestern 
side, about 1,200 meters along the southwestern side, and about 2,500 meters along 
the southeastern cide. The area around the field was level and without flight 
obstacles.

shaped heaps of earth about 160 em hirh and provided with ventilating apertures, 

were observed around a low building which was 8 meters square, A similar area, 
SO meters square and surrounded by a barbed wire fence, with the same pyramid- 
shaped hills was observed in the southwestern corner of the field, the two areas 
were guarded by sentries. Eight tank ears were observed at the field. 
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During the air activity, a vanelike truck with a rod antenna about 8 meters 
high was parked southeast of the northern end of the taxiway. No lighting 
facilities, AA gun emm_lacements or shramnelproof revetnentes were observed, A 
barbed wire fence, about °.5 meters high, ran alonr the northern and eastern 
borders of the field. The other borders were not fenced-in, Two sentrics 
natrolled along the eastern edge of the field,1

Until 26 November 1951, source did 
construction work on a new barracks installation west of the aforementioned 
installation.
